shaH hold his position fOI" the term of two years; and any va-
Vacancy. canoy that may oocur, 'for the unexpired term, or by reason of the 

expircdon of the term of sl\id office, shall be filled by the ap­
pOlDtment and oommission ·of the governor. 

The general duties of said commissioner, inoluding the present 
DI1t1es. inoumbent, shall be to bavtl general charge and superintendence 

of the state hatohing hoose, now looated at Anamosa, to forward 
the restoration of fish to the rivers and waters of the state, and 
to stock the sa.me with fish from said hatching house, and el.se­
where, to the extent that means therefor may be furnished by the 
state, and to the extent that means fol' that purpolte may be fur­
Dished by the U niled States fish commissioner, and by societies 
and individuals interested in the propagation of fish in the waters 
of this state.

treasury not otherwise appropriated.
